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ABOUTTHBHAY 

Though  most  people  will  have  heard  of  Rob  Reiner's  movie  A  Few 
Good  Men,  which  starred  Jack  Nicolson  as  U.  Col.  Jessep  (the  villain)  and 
Tom  Cruise  as  Lt.  Kaffee  (the  hero),  few  people  realize  that  the  original 
was  a  play  presented  on  Broadway  (1989). 

Perhaps  hoping  for  Its  realization  in  movie  form.  Aaron  Sorkln,  only 
twenty-eight  at  the  time,  wrote  a  script  inspired  by  screen-writing 
technique  In  its  juxtaposition  of  real-time  scenes  with  flashbacks  and 
scenes  otherwise  out  of  the  regular  sequence  of  time  and  place.  In  this 
production  we  have  chosen  to  emphasize  Sorkin's  screen-writing 
techniques  by  back-projecting  some  scenes  on  a  video  screen  that  forms 
part  of  the  back  wall  of  the  set.  As  a  viewer,  you  will  have  to  accustom 
yourself  to  splitting  your  attention  between  scenes  that  are  ending  and 
scenes  that  are  beginning.  We  trust  you  will  accomplish  this  feat  easily 
and  find  It  interesting. 

Sorkln  has  said  that  when  he  first  sat  down  to  write,  what  came  out 
was  dialogue.  Out  of  dialogue  the  characters  emerge;  and  out  of  dialogue 
and  characterization,  the  plot  emerges.  Because  of  the  priority  of  dialogue 
to  his  invention.  Sorkin's  focus  is  squarely  upon  creating  believable  and 
highly  individualized  characters,  a  focus  that  brings  with  it  the  danger 
that  some  audience  members  will  find  the  profane  language  and 
salacious  references  offensive.  People  really  do  talk  the  way  the 
characters  in  this  play  talk.  Please  be  aware  that  we  have  left  the 
language  unaltered  In  the  interest  of  presenting  Sorkin's 
characterizations  accurately,  not  in  the  interest  of  shocking  or  offending 
any  audience  member. 

Lt.  Col.  Jessep,  Sorkin's  villain,  embodies  most  of  what  any  audience 
member  might  find  offensive.  He  is  a  paradoxical  amalgam:  in  him. 
literary  wit  and  allusion — the  products  of  education,  taste,  and 
intelligence — combine  with  red-necked  male  chauvinism,  warped 
patriotism,  and  power  politics.  He  is  one  of  those  people  who  are  very 
dangerous  because  they  believe  they  are  right  and  act  radically  in  defence 
of  their  rlghtness.  entertaining  not  a  moment  of  self-doubt.  Jessep's 
profanity  is  Integral  with  his  character,  part  of  what  the  audience  is 
invited  to  condemn  in  him. 

The  entire  play  is  predicated  on  an  extreme  form  of  American 
patriotism  that  may  be  outmoded  but  which  Is  still  very  much  alive.  Tlie 
soldier,  according  to  this  view,  is  "the  defender"  of  his  entire  nation.  By 
standing  his  watch  on  the  wall  facing  the  enemy,  and  by  following  even 
illegal  orders,  the  soldier  makes  freedom  and  life  itself  possible  for  the 


ordinary  citizen.  The  Marine,  because  of  his  complete  and 
unqnesMonln^  loyalty  to  "Unit,  Corps,  God.  Country" — his  code  and  list 
of  priorities — .  Is  the  pluperfect  soldier,  one  of  "the  few.  the  proud,  the 
strong."  Paradoxically.  In  defence  of  the  weak,  the  Marine,  may  more 
than  soldiers  in  other  branches  of  the  armed  services,  victimize  the 
weak.  Iliat  paradox  is  at  the  heart  of  this  play.
